PRECAUTIONS IT SIDNEY 


jonference of Premiers—Report From 


Noumea—Action of 


Queensland. 


ADELAIDE, Feb. 1.—There have 


been no fresh developments in 
con- 


nection with the bubonic plague here, 
and the hospital has been practically 
declared open again. 


SYDNEY, Feb. 1.—A suspicious case 


of illness, 
believed 
to 
be bubonic 


plague, has been under observation in 
Sydney since Saturday. A man named 
Arthur Payne, aged 35, a carter em- 
ployed at the Central wharf, and re- 
siding at Dawes Point, complained of 
being unwell last Friday, and of hav- 
ing severe pains in his stomach. This 
was attributed to the warm weather, 
but the next day he became delirious, 
and 
he has been under 
observation 


ever since. It was decided today, in 
order to have the man more complete- 
ly under observation, to take him to 
the quarantine station. 


The premises in which the man re- 


sided 
were Immediately disinfected, 


and anything which might carry In- 
fection ordered to be destroyed. 


Dr. Thompson, the president of the 


Board of Health, states that Payne and 
his family were quarantined 
at his 


suggestion, in order to be on the safe 
side. At the same time he admits that 
if the medical men had not been on the 
outlook for the disease, it Is. prooable 
that such action would not have been 
taken. 
It was reported this morning that 


the members of the Payne family are 
all well^at the quarantine station/The 
patient was removed to the hospital 
immediately on arrival. He left 
the 


launch apparently very weak, and 
13 


now-reported to have a large lump in 
the groin 


Precautions at Sydney. 


Further precautions have been tak- 


en by disinfecting 
Payne's premises 


and surroundings. 
The Board 
of 


Health ascertained today that Payne 
and his family had been visited by 
certain of their friends within the past 
few days, and it was considered de- 
sirable, in order to leave no stone un- 
turned to stamp out the plague, that 
these persons shou.d also be quaran- 
tined. This was done. The names of 
these 
persons are: 
Mrs. 
Holmes 


(mother of Mrs. Payne), and 
her 


daughter, Mary Ann Holmes; 
Mrs. 


Mary Ann Smith, and Harold Holmes, 
aged 5 (grandson 
of Mrs. Holmes). 


None of these people showed the slight- 
est trace of disease, and their removal 
to the quarantine station was simply 
carried out as an 
extra precaution 


against the spread of infection. Uhey 
are all residents of the neighborhood 
of 
Dawes Point. Ferry 
lane, 
near 


Dawes Point, from which the supposed 
case of bubonic plague was removed 
to the quarantine 
station 
yesterday, 


bore a somewhat deserted appearance 
today. All but those persons who had 
business in the immediate vicinity of 
Payne's residence had considered it 
advisable to give the house which had 
been occupied by the Payne family as 
wide a berth as possible. A etrict 
watch is kept on the premises by con- 
stab es, who are relieved every 
four 


hours, all night and day. 


Whether Payne is really a bubonic 


plague patient or not cannot be defi- 
nitely ascertained from the healtt au- 
thorities, who are 
extremely reticent 


regarding tbe matter. It is not sup- 
posed that any case of plague has been 
introduced either from South Austra- 
lia or New Caiedonia. It is ratner sur- 
mised that rats escaping from 
tome 


vessels arriving here from Mauiitius 
brought the p ague ashore, and iliat It 
has been communicated to Payne from 
a flea or some other Insect which had 
first been in contact with an infected 
rat. 
The health authorities evidently 


have some theory which takes into ac- 
count ra fs as a maans 
of spreading 


the plague, as they have -Pso'ved 
to 


solicit the co-operation of the men en- 
gaged in connection with shipping In 
informing 
them 
of any 
noteworthy 


circumstances relative to hpavy mor- 
tality among rats, or any disposition 
amons; these vprmin to desert one dis- 
trict for another. 


Premiers' Conference. 


SYDNEY, Feb. 1.—\t tbe Premiers' 


Conference today, attention was piven 
to the bubonic p'ague and the meas- 
ures which thould be adopted for cop- 
ing with any outbreak which might oc- 
cur. It was resolved, In respect or any 
suspicious cases, such as had irispn at 
Ade'alde and Sydney, thtt every pre- 
ciution should bp lakpn in eich of the 
other colonies, while In thp evpnr of r

A Melbourne Opinion. 


MELBOURNE, Feb. 1.—Dr. Gress- 


well, chairman of the Board of Health, 
has received a telegram 
from 
Dr. 


Thompson, president of the New South 
Wales Board of Health, stating that 
proofs are forthcoming that tbe man 
Payne is suffering from bubonic plague. 
He says: "I have no doubt that tne 
patient was Inoculated by a flea, of 
which there are visible evidences. 
It 


may be, therefore, that for the present 
no other human being are affected." 
This news confirms Dr. Gresswell's be- 
lief that now the plague has secured 
a foothold In the colonies its presence 
may be discovered in any part of the 
continent. Dr. Gresswell states that 
fleas are recognized carriers of 
the 


disease in all places where it has brok- 
en out. Sydney will not, however, be 
declared an 
infected port unless a 


number of persons are affected. 


Report From Noumea. 


The latest 
advices from Noumea 


state that from 16th instant to 23d in- 
stant five deaths occurred from 
the 


bubonic plague among kanakas, 
and 


two white people were placed 
under 


observation. 


The deaths of four Chinamen from 


plague are reported from Nepoui. 


Action of Queensland. 


Dr. Wray (the Government health 


officer) has reported 
to the Govern- 


ment that as South Australia has been 
declared to be Infected with bubonic 
plague, he advised that It be proclaimed 
as such, and all vessels arriving in 
this colony from South Australia be 
inspected carefully by a qualified Gov- 
ernment health officer, and be subject- 
ed to twenty-one days' quarantine if 
deemed necessary by that bealth offi- 
cer. 
Dr. Wray also points out the ne- 


cessity of guarding against the intro- 
duction of the disease overland, as he 
understood there was considerable in-

Central Board of Health have resolved 
to call upc ? all local authorities to in- 
stitute an immediate systematic cleans- 
ing of all Insanitary conditions, such 
as accumulation of refuse, foul drains, 
tanks, dirty tenements and yards, etc., 
and 
the overcrowding of lodging- 


houses within their several districts. 
It has been proved by experience that 
bubonic plague obtains a footing ear- 
liest and spreads most quickly In the 
less sanitary portions of a town, and 
it is consequently suggested that partic- 
ular attention be given to those quar- 
ters where colored races congregate. 
The 
board 
specially 
recommends 


boards to obtain a supply of disinfect- 
ants 
It is confidently anticipated by 


this board that each local governing 
body will actively take Its share 
In 


thus contributing to its own protection 
and that of the community at large. It 
is proposed by the Central Board 
of 


Health to draw up regulations for the 
prevention and control of plague, cop- 
ies of whlrh will be duly forwarded to 
you. 
It appears that the Government, who 


are giving considerable attention 
to 


the possible Introduction of the 
bu- 


bonic plague to Queensland, had 
pre- 


pared a proclamation declaring South 
Austra'la an Infected place, and this 


j would have been Issued shortly; but In 
view of the 
news that there was a 


doubt whether the cases there were 
really bubonic plague, the matter was 
withhe'd. However, on Thursday Dr 
WT'on Love, secretary of the Central 
Board of Health, received the follow- 
ing telegram from the president of the 
Central Board of Health in Sydney: "I 
have hail occasion to Isolate a whirf 
laborer at quarantine for observation.

TROUBLE OUT HT KALIH 


Returned Japanese at the Camp Re- 


fuse To Work in Return for 


Board and Lodging. 


No deaths from bubonic plague, no 


cases of disease, and 
no auspicious 


cases weie recorded on the Board of 
Heauh's books yesterday. Thursday 
was the third clean day since Monday's 
three tatal cases. 


A native, Kahiolio, aged 40, who died 


suddenly at his home in Pauoa yester- 
day morning, was taken to the morgue. 
A postmortem examination was held 
in the afternoon and a death certificate 
and burying permit were granted to 
the friends of the deceased, as the 
death was not due to plague. 


The postmortem on the Japanese, 


OUata, irom Pearl City, showed death 
to have been caused by typhoid fever. 


The Board of Health spent most of 


the forenoon yesterday in the Pantheon 
block, Block 19, discussing different 
measures in connection with the build- 
ings. 
The Board 
went 
thoroughly 


over the ground, examining everything 
and deciding the many questions that 
had come up in relation to this block 
and the various stores and other build- 
ings contained therein. So many ap- 
plications for permits to op~en for bus- j 
iness had been received by the Board ' 
from property owners on Block 19 that 
the Board was anxious to come to some 
conclusion as soon as possible. The 
members took special note of all the 
necessary things to be done, and passed 
many resolutions on the field. 


Pantheon Block Conclusions. 


The following are the conclusions 


reached by the Board relative to 
Block 19: 


All the lean-tos of the New England 


bakery must be torn down and new 
floors, probably concrete, put in the 
bakery proper. 


The one-story lodging-house on the 


bakery grounds must be torn down and 
removed. 


The two-etory building on the same 


grounds must be renovated and clean- 
ed.The "Uncle Sam" restaurant on Fort 
street must be pulled down and de- 
stroyed. 


Ail the washing places, privies and 


lean-tcs back of the undertaking par- 
lors of E. A. Williams must be re- 
moved. 


New floors of impervious material, 


such as concrete, must be put in the 
Club stables and the lean-tos back of 
the Lum Sing grocery store, adjoining, 
torn down. 


The Love building places of business 


will be allowed to open as soon as the 
cellars and first floor are thorojghly 
disinfected. 
The stalls back of the Love building 


must be disinfected and whitewashed 
and the floors of the stalls dug up and 
impervious materials substituted. 


The lean-tos back of Wing'Lee's 


fruit store on Hotel street must be torn 
! out and the floors reconstructed 
to 


j comply with the sanitary regulations 
cf the Board of Health. 


The steam laundry on Hotel street 


must be cleaned up inside before being 


, allowed to open.

Un luesday Japanese Consul Miti 


Saito, with another member of the Jap- 
anese Consulate, called on Jack Mc- 
Veigh at the 
Kalihl detention camp 


and had a talk with him and Medical 
Superintendent Howard on the matter 
of three hours work a day on the part 
of returned men. Everything went all 
right in the discussion until the Japan- 
ese Consul's companion said: "There 
is no use of talking further 
on tnie 


matter. This is a Government respon- 
sibility, and the Japanese will remain 
here as long as they desire, nor will 
they be made to do any work for the 
Government." 


Air. McVeigh explained to the Jap- 


anebe gentlemen that it was the idea 
that the men should do a little work to> 
pay for their food. 
They were get- 


ting their food and lodging for noth- 
ing and it was only fair that they 
should make some return. The govern- 
ment did not expect to make anytalng 
out of the men's work. However, the 
Japanese officials refused to allow their 
countrymen to woik, although they 
weie told that if there was no work 
done there would be no food forthcom- 
ing. 


On Wednesday the Hawaiians and 


Chinese went to work but the Japanese 
remained in their quarters. 
One of 


those in charge at the camp called at 
the Japanese quarters and found the 
ringleader. This man said that they 
had already been to work but had been 
tbld not to go on. It was a.l right 
about not giving them any food If they 
did not work; if the Consul did not do 
something for them by Thursday mom- 
ing they would go to work in spite of 
him. 
On Wednesday afternoon food was 


prepared for the Japanese women and 
children and they were sent for 
to 


come near the office, but they all went 
hungry ofr the men would not allow 
them to do this. 


None of the Japanese went to worfc 


yesterday morning and food is still be- 
ing withheld. 
If they want food they 


will have to get it from town and pay 
for it themselves. 


It is said that Consul Saito has sub- 


mitted the matter 
to the Foreign 


Office.

Th^ Hotpl Stables. 


A great many of the horses and vehi- 


cles were removed from the Hawaiian 
Hotel stables yesterday. Prof. IngaRs 
in charge of the disinfecting corps was 
on hand early in the morning and saw 
to it that nothing went out of the place- 
without a thorough disinfect on. Quar- 
antine guards were stationed a't 'the 
Hotel Rtreet and Richards street, en- 
trances of the stables proper, and no 
one was allowed to pass, although tttw 
office was free to the ingress and egress 
of all who had business or inclination 
to go In or out. 


The earth floor of the premises was 


sprinkled in a strong disinfecting eola- 
tion and the rear flooring had been 
made clean as far as was possible witlfc 
disinfectants. 
Carriages were washed 


in a solution of 1-500 corrosive sublim- 
ate and placed on the clean ground un- 
til called for. 
Before a horse could 


leave the stables his legs and belly were 
washed in disinfectants. It is not con- 
sidered necessary to wash the upper 
portions of the animals. 


Prof. Ingalls- stated that he was win- 


ing to sleep in anything, that is if he 
could sleep in It, that went from tBe 
stables after it had passed his disin- 
fection. 


Nuuanu Street Opened. 


Prof. Ingalls in order to prove ths 


power of sulphur fumes took the re- 
porter to several stores on Hotel street 
and Nuuanu street that had just opeib- 
ed and from which the sulphur fumes 
had not yet gone. 


Chinese and Japanese were busy al! 


day opening up shop, putting goods fn. 
cases and cleaning out their stores. 
Everything smeit of sulphur. 


In Wing Wo Tai's sto e on Nuuann 


street, where the first case of plague 
in December is supposed to hive ori In- 
ated, everything was bustle and con- 
fi'sion. The iron shutters of the store 
had only been open an hou- or tvo and 
upstairs the fumes were st'flins;. Quan- 
tities of dead flies, cockroiebes and so 
forth, were fotird 
in 
the 
diffe ent 


Stores. "If we find a stncle liv« cock- 
roich in a building after fumigation," 
sa'rt Prof. Insalls, "w° f'm'gite aiain." 


Many of the stores on Nuuanu st-pet 


arp not yet or/en ns the owners have 
still to comply u l t h the regn'aMins 
and niice their premises in a sanitary 
condition.

•of sickness. The call physicians in- 
vestigated several cases of illness dur- 
ing the day, but as far as any signs 
of plague were concerned, Wednesday 
was a clean day; the second clean day 
.since the last three sporadic cases on 
'Monday. 
The Hawaiian woman who died sud- 


denly at the Kalihi detention camp on 
Tuesday, had heart disease. 
Yester- 


day- morning Dr. Jobe visited Charles 
Clark, native, aged 14, at the corner 
«T Punchbowl and Queen streets. The 
J»y had malarial fever and was being 
attended by Dr. Alvarez.

Notice to Health Agents. 


"Tbe action of the Board of Health 


with reference to Kahului was as fol- 
lows: 


"No merchandise to be shipped from 


the town of Kahului to any other lo- 
cality on Maul, or to any other island. 


"Merchandise or sugar may be ship- 


ped through Kahului by train, on 
•clean cars, from outside localities di- 
rect to the railroad wharf In quaran- 
tine, and these loaded by clean crews 
in boats or lighters and transferred to 
steamers or other vessels in the bay. 
"No handling to be done by anyone 


in Kahului. 
"Merchandise for localities on Maul 
outside of Kahului may be shipped 
through Kahului, by being loaded di- 
rectly from ships' boats or lighters In- 
to clean cars by clean crews in quar- 
antine on the railroad wharf, and then 
ran out of Kahului without delay. 


"All shipments to be accompanied 


toy a, certificate signed by Mr. Zum- 
-tfart. Quarantine officer of Kahului. 


"No merchandise for other ports or 


localities is to be shipped in or out of 
Hilo at present. Vessels in Hilo har- 
bor may use the landing at either Wal- 
akea or Wainaku for loading or dis- 
charging freight. 
"Freight which is consigned to par- 
ties in Hilo may be landed at Hilo, but 
must not be shipped or distributed 
from Hilo to other localities.

Board of Health Meets. 


Although the Board of Health meet- 


ing started at 2:20 p. m. yesterday 
with only a part of the members pres- 
•eni, there was a full attendance be- 
fore the Board had proceeded far in its 
deliberations. 
The meeting opened 


•with the reading of the minutes. 
The 


resolutions passed by the Board while 
viewing the Ah Chong premises, 
in 


King street, near the Waikikl turn, on 
Tuesday, were also read and incorpor- 
ated in the minutes. 
President Wood then read the report 


up to date of the number of cases of 
bubonic plague which have occurred in 
Honolulu. This report appears above. 


Mr. Russell's bill for fencing the In- 


fected district was submitted to 
the 


Board. Dr Wood gave out the figures. 
The bill calls for $3,459.38 for 8,752 feet 
of fencing at about 39 cents a foot. 
Mr. Russel wanted the bill approved. 
There was some fault to be found with 
the fences, and Dr. Wood pointed out 
a few things 
in their 
construction 


which needed improvement or altera- 
tion. In several instances the con- 
tractor wa& evidently at fault; 
that

connection Dr. Wood read a letter

posts can be pushed 


over without difficulty In a large part 
of the fence, and the winds or other 
cauhres have so 
moved 
the fence in 


many places that it Is eight Inches or 
more out of plumb. Where there was 
any obstruction in the way of digging 
a pos>t-hole, no attempt was made to 
make the hole as 
specified; but the 


posts were set on the ground and small 
braces were put up to hold the posts. 


The top of the fence boards were 


not placed or cut to a line, and the ap- 
pearance of the 
fence Is 
very bad. 


That the boards had to fit close down 
to the ground is no reason that the top 
should not be on "a line. It 
would 


simply have been a matter of cutting 
the boards to place. 


The gates are 
but an excuse tor 


gates; pieces of 2x3, some of them not 
long enough to extend across the gate 
and 
patched out; braces not 
long 


enough to reach from one side to the 
other; no provision for securing the 
gates in the center by a post set in 
the ground, as specified. 


The demand of the 
specifications 


that this work be done in a good, sub- 
stantial manner has not been met. The 
fence, as a whole, does not conform to 
the requirements of the specifications. 
There are places where the work is 
substantially as called for, but as 
a 


whole it is done in a slipshod manner, 
and even at this time, but a few days 
after Its completion, it needs repairing 
in many places.

Buildings Burned. 


A report from Fire Commissioner 


Brown was noted. Mr. Brown had car- 
ried out the instructions of the Board 
of Health in reference to the destruc- 
tion by fire of the premises on King 
street, near the Waiklki turn, former- 
ly occupied by the plague victim Ah 
Chong. 


The principal business of yesterday's 


meeting was the consideration of what 
disposition was to be made of the Ha- 
waiian Hotel Stables. After the mi- 
nor questions of the day had been 
dealt with, President Wood introduced 
the subject of the stables and opened 
the matter by reading a letter from 
A- J. Campbell, inspector of the dis- 
trict Including the Hotel Stables, rela- 
tive to the history of the plague victim 
Ah Hung. This letter was published 
in full in yesterday's Advertiser. 


The Hotel Stables. 


Dr. Wood: "I secured seven out of 


the nine Asiatics who were employed 
In the Hotel Stables, and they were re- 
moved to the battery detention camp. 
I only placed a guard at the stables on 
Monday night and Tuesday morning 
to get hold of these men, because I 
knew that if they became acquainted 
with the fact of one of their country- 
men having died of the plague, they 
would all of them clear out and prob- 
ably go into hiding In order to evade 
quarantine. 


"I established no other quarantine, 


but asked Mr. Buckley not to do any 
more business than was necessary, and 
he promised me that he would not. I 
tcok a list of the names of all persons 
now engaged on the Hotel Stables 
premises and can secure them when- 
ever needs be. There are about eighty 
horses in these stables and they must 
be taken care of and fed, and to do 
this it is necessary that the men sbould 
be working there until the Board de- 
cides what to do with the place. 


"I have examined each one of the 


seven Asiatics whom I have secured, 
separately, and so far as I am able to 
learn, their evidence substantiates the 
story that Ah Hung, the late plague 
victim from the Hotel Stables, was not 
at the stables for four or five days be- 
fore--his death, until he went there ear- 
ly Monday morning and was taken 
charge of by Dr. Hoffmann. 


"The evidence shows that Ah Hung 


had not slept in the stables for several 
weeks, nor had anyone, for that mat- 
ter, 
for there are no sleeping accom- 


modations in the place, except the har- 
ness repair room above the stables, 
from which the first victim, a Japan- 
ese, 
was taken in January, and that 


room has been closed up and unused 
ever since. 


"I have been unable to find out where 


Ah Hung slept In Kakaako, and I do 
not know where his friend's house in 
Pauoa valley is. I understand 
that 


the Citizens' Sanitary Committee will 
help us out In locating these places; 
they ought to be able to, as they have 
inspectors in all districts. Perhaps the 
Police Department can throw -ome 
light on the subject. 


Stables §Firat Victim. 


"On January 22d a Japanese, who 


had boon working at the Hotel Stables 
and who had also slept there, was re- 
moved to a place on the corner of Nuii- 
anu and Kukui streets, where he died. 
His body was removed to the morgue: 
the postmortem examination showed 
undoubted bubonic plague symptoms, 
and the body 
was 
immediately cre- 


mated. 


"It was reported to me that the man 


had formerly worked in the Hotel Sta- 
bles, and I went there and found the 
room in which he had slept. It was a 
email room above the stables and evi- 
dently used for a kind of harness re- 
pair room. I had to climb a ladder to 
get ,i' it, and thoroughly examined the 
p'acr-

ment had to be repeated, as Mr. Buck- 
l e v , being somewhat deaf, did not hear. 


Mr. Buckley's Statement. 


Dr. Wood: "Mr. Buckley, how long 


was this Japanese who slept at the Ho- 
tel Stables in January, and who after- 
wards died of the plague, working for 
you?" 


Mr. Buckley: "About seven or eight 


days." 


Q. "Is it a fact that when he was 


taken sick and removed to the place 
on Nuuanu and Kukul streets, that 
another man was secured in his place, 
answering to his name, in order to de- 
ceive th'e inspector on his rounds V" 


A. "When the Jap went away sick, 


he sent another man in his place, as is 
the custom with Asiatics." 


Q. "Was this done in order to de- 


ceive the inspector?" 


A. "No." 
Q. "Did this substitute answer to 


the same name as the first man?" 


A. "I do not know that he did; the 


first man left. It was necessary to 
have another one, and, as the first 
man had sent a man in his place, it 
was all right. I do not knovt what 
name he answered to. I heard that the 
Japanese who afterwards died of the 
plague had been previously working at 
the Pantheon Stables." 
y 


Q. "Do you know where the second 


victim from the Hotel 
Stables, Ah 


Hung, had spent his nights in Kaka- 
ako or Pauoa valley?" 


A. "No; when first the fellow was 


sick and wanted to go to his friend's 
house in Pauoa valley, I got Dr. Coop- 
er to examine him. Dr. Cooper said 
he was all right; that he had only a 
little cold. Then I went dawn to the 
Citizens' Sanitary Committle to get 
him a moving-permit. I was gone 
about two hours. They informed me 
at the committee's office that I would 
have to get a recommendation for the 
man from the inspector of the district 
in which he slept—Kakaako., When I 
got back to the stables Ah Hung had 
gone; I don't know -where." 


Dr. Emerson: "Do you know if the 


substitute sent to you by the Japanese, 
the first victim from the stables, an- 
swered to the same name as the Jap 
who afterwards died of the plague?" 


A. "No." 
Mr. Smith: "How long did he work 


for you?" 


A. "Seven or eight days." 
' Dr. Wood: "What were" his duties 
about the stables?" 


A. "Washing carriages and cleaning 


horses." 


Dr. Wood: "That will do Mr. Buck- 


ley." 


Dr. Wood, speaking further on the 


subject, said: 
"In regard to the first victim, the 


man who was reported to have been 
sick on the premises, the only informa- 
tion we had on the subject was after 
the man had been found dead; then 
we learned that he had been in the 
Hotel Stables. He left the stables on 
the 20th and was dead on the 22d, ac- 
cording to the inspector's report. An- 
other story was that he had not been 
at the stables for five days before his 
death. I also learned that he had been 
working at the Pantheon Stables pre- 
vious to his employment in the Hotel 
Stables. 


Sickness Not From Soil. 


"Now 
concerning the case of Ah 


Hung: 
The postmortem examination 


showed no femoral bubo and the Indi- 
cations were that infection had not 
been taken from the soil. Neither of 
the last two cases, Chinese (the one 
taken from King street and the Wai- 
kiki road and the victim from the Ho- 
tel Stables), were cases of soil infec- 
tion. Dr. Hoffmann's report clearly 
shows that, and the symptoms In both 
cases point conclusively to the fact that 
the disease was contracted through the 
eating of infected 
food 
or 
through 


breathing it into the lungs. Bronchial 
pneumonia characterized 
both these 


last cases. 


"The 
question of the disposition of 


the Hotel Stables must be dealt with 
in one of two ways: 
If the sickness 


was contracted on the premises, then 
it he place should be condemned and ex- 
itreme measures taken;

Somebody asked Dr. Day what he 


thought about the matter. He said: 


"I think the gravest suspicion is at- 


tached to the premises, and until sus- 
picion Is cleared, the place should be 
put in quarantine." 
More discussion followed until Mr. 


Smith made the motion that the Hotel 
Stables be at once put into quarantine 
and that nothing whatever should be 
allowed to be taken away from 
the 


premises until they were properly dis- 
infected under the supervision of the 
Board. This motion was seconded and 
carried. 


Opening of Schools. 


The question of opening the schools 


was brought up and Professor Wood 
was invited to state hia case. Dr. Wood 
read a letter from the Citizens' Sani- 
tary Committee relative to the mat- 
ter; this letter was published in yes- 
terday's Advertiser. 
Inasmuch as the committee's inspect- 


ors would hereafter make only one 
inspection a day, in the afternoon, and 
the opening of the schools would not 
interfere with the work of the inspect- 
ors, the Board decided to raise its pro- 
hibition concerning the schools and 
leave the matter in the hands of the 
Educational Department.

adjourned about 4 p. m.

HARBOR EXTENSION. 


First Meeting of U. S. Commission 


With Hawaiian Ministers. 
(From Thursday's Daily.) 


The representations of harbor condi- 


tions here to the authorities of the 
United States have received prompt 
attention at Washington;- and the sug- 
gestions, plans and documents forward- 
ed there have been carefully Investigat- 
ed and studied by the experts at the 
capital. The large increase of shipping 
and the evident congestion of the Ho- 
nolulu harbor were facts that called for 
immediate action, which the United 
States authorities at once began pre- 
paring to take In conjunction with the 
Hawaiian Government. 


Yesterday 
afternoon Major Ennls, 


Captain Slaker and Lieut. Hancock, 
representing the United States, called 
at the Executive building and spent 
several hours going over the matter of 
harbor extension with Ministers Young 
and Mott-Smlth. The meeting of yes- 
terday was a preliminary one and the 
commission will meet again tomorrow 
with the Minister of Interior to con- 
sider the question further. 


Minister Mott-Smith said yesterday 


evening that the call means that Major 
Ennis has been ordered by the United 
States Government to appoint a com- 
mission, of which he Is to be chair- 
man, 
to proceed at once to investigate 


Honolulu harbor with a view to its ex- 
tension to meet not only the necessities 
of the present but those of the future. 


It is learned on good authority that 


the Investigation will be carried out at 
once and that the plans and specifica- 
tions for the new harbor will involve 
no small labor and expense. The work 
is to be done In the most thorough 
manner and the plan adopted will aim 
to relieve present necessities first and 
to provide for those arising during the 
next quarter century of rapid develop- 
ment

No deaths, no cases and no suspicion;

been advanced, but no absolute certain- 
ty has as yet been arrived at. The 
buildings condemned on Monday by the 
Board were burned early yesterday, the 
•house back of the coal-sheds formerly 
occupied 
by 
the Hawaiian-Chinese 


•woman and the two houses of 
the 


South Sea Island settlement, in 
the 


rear of the Opera House. 


It seemed to be the general expecta- 


tion that yesterday wou.d be a clear 
day, as the previous history of 
the 


plague here has led people to antici- 
pate a clean day, or several of them, 
after each black record day. There 
were sentiments of this nature 
over- 


heard on the street and at the Board 
of Health headquarters. Were It not 
that Monday's cases were so separated 
from each other and their histories ap- 
parently so dissimilar, it would be felt 
that the commencement of another ten 
or twelve days' clean record was at 
Sand. 


Board's letter to Consuls. 


President Wood sent the following 


letter to the .various Consuls 
in the 


city yesterday afternoon:

Board of-Health Meeting. 


At 2:30 yesterday afternoon 
the 


Board of Health met in the Judiciary 
building. All the members were pres- 
ent, viz: President Wood, Dr. Emerson, 
Dr Day, G. W. Smith, F. M^ Hatch, 
Mr. Lowrey and 
Attorney-General 


Cooper. President Dole was also pres- 
ent 
Superintendent Brown of the 


Water Works was on hand and also 
Mr. G. D. Gear, representing property 
interests in the Pantheon block. 


The minutes of the previous meeting 


were read and approved. 
It was agreed that Dr. Grace of Hilo 


be paid the sum of $250 per month and 
his passage, from the time he left Hilo 
until his return. 
President Wood then went Into the 


history of the Ah Hung case, the China- 
man who was taken from the Hotel 
stables Monday morning and who died 
at the pest house later In the day. Very 
little light had been thrown on the sub- 
ject, it was almost impossible at that 
time to determine the source of infec- 
tion. The symptoms In this case seem- 
ed to point toward infection through 
foodstuffs though that could not be 
etated definitely. 


Di. Hoffmann's Report. 


Dr. Hoffmann's report was read by 


Dr. Wood. It is as follows: 


"The post mortem examination of 


the woman. Mary Kaaihue, who died 
in a house in the rear of the coal sheds. 
ehowed a very large bubo In the left 
axillary gland and a very small bubo in 
the right femoral region. Besides tjiese 
bubonic indications pronounced symp- 
toms of bronchial-pneumonia were evi- 
dent. 
"In tne case of Ah Chong. the China- 


man who died in a house ad oinlng a 
Chinese general store on King street, 


w~ere there was apparently accommo- 
dation for only eight or ten. Three of 
the little, low, dirty dons were locked 
and the doctor was forced to kick opun 
the doors to Investigate things for him 
self. 
Everybody hid been 
removed 


from the place with tuo exception of 
two men who were missing 


Ah, Hung Case. 


Dr. Wood was of the opinion thai tho 


Inspectors of the d strict had not done 
all that was necesbary In inspecting the 
place. 
The 
sub-Inspector ought to 


have made it a point to look Jn rooms 
of all such places on e.ich round of 
inspection. 
He thought that the in- 


spectors apd sub-inspectore should be 
Instructed' by the Citizens' Sanitary 
Committee to do this. Of course it was 
not necessary to insist on a room to 
room inspection in a house whose pro- 
prietor could be relied upon to speak 
the truth. 


Dr. Wood then went Into the history 


of the Ah Hung. Hotel stables c ise. 
which is reported in another column. 
There seemed to be some conflicting of 
statements in regard to the movements 
01 Ah Hung. One report was to the 
effect that he had never lert the stab'es. 
except to go home and sleep; another 
that he had been absent from the place 
four days. 
The first case of plague at the Hotel 


stables, which occurred January 22, 
was also spoken of at the meeting. No 
suggestions in regard to the disposition 
of the stables were made, however, and 
the matter will come up at the meeting

But the chief source 
of Infection is the excreta which has 
oeen so long piling up m some thou- 
sands of cesspools and saturating the 
earth under 
and near 
houses w here 


people live. 


It is appalling to think how \ast this 


factor of insanitation is. both in bulk 
and power of mischief. Tor jears filth 
has been gathering here at the rate of 
from fifteen to twenty tons a day. The 
excavators, two in number, have not 
begun to keep even with it. We doubt, 
from all we hear and see, that they 
have half tried. The agent of the 
Board of Health says they carry four 
tons each and are capable of from six 
to eight trips per day If their services 
bad worked out that way we might 
now have no plague, but the condition 
of Chinatown, and of Honolulu gener- 
ally, ehowa that the achievements of 
the excavators were quite as much of 
a. delusion in the three or four years 
preceding the 
coming of the black 


death as were most of the other activi- 
ties of the old Board of Health. 
• We are getting more excavators now 
and an aroused public sentiment and 
a vigilant press may be depended on 
to see that they do their duty. What 
Honolulu needs is a system by which 
every cesspool in town will be emptied 
at least once a month pad the process 
kept up until, by the construction of 
sewers, the use of cesspools may be 
prohibited by law. 
If we are rightly 


informed, there are now four excava- 
tors at work or one for every ten thou- 
sand people. Four more are coming, 
and there will then be one for every 
five thousand people. We believe, un- 
der a'perfect organization, that there 
should be one excavator to every 1,000 
people, and a careful districting of the 
«ity that they serve. Certainly, eight 
excavators are not enough if any im- 
pression is to be made on the 51th al- 
ready underground.

Dead of Starvation. 


Last Tuesday 'afternoon, the 13th, 


Captain of Police S. E, Kalama of Ma- 
kawao discovered two Japanese in the 
house of Pauole, the Kula policeman, 
who lives makai of the Kealahou Gov- 
ernment school house. One of 
the 


Japs was dead and the other "was very 
sick; and what 
rendered 
the cases 


more suspicious was that the sick Jap 
said, that they had come from Spreck- 
elsvllle. The native residents had de- 
serted /the premises, fearing plague. 


Captain Kalama immediately tele- 


phoned for Dr. McConkey, placed a 
guard over the house, and established 
a temporary quarantine over the Kula 


The Eighth Plague Case Develops 


in Maui. 


MAUI, 
Feb. 19.—For some reason 


the steamer Claudine did not sail for 
Honolulu on Saturday, as was an- 
nounced by telephone, £ut comes from 
Hana today and sails away this after- 
noon. The first death by plague since 
Sunday, the llth, took place yesterday, 
the 18th, thus breaking the bright rec- 
ord of a week or more. 


On Thursday, the 8th, a Chinese, suf- 


fering with fever, was taken from the 
detention camp and placed in the pest 
hospital. 
Later 
pneumonic symp- 


toms were developed, and he died on 
Sunday, the 18th. 
At the postmortem 


examination the cause of his death was 
declared 
to be plague, making the 


eighth victim to the disease. The body 
was burned immediately. 


This morning,

Health Committee, a cottage, known 
as the "Charlie Broad house," 
was 


burned at Kahului, inasmuch as it was 
believed to be infected. 


By order ot Dr, Garvin, no church 


or congregation of any kind was hold 
during Sunday, the 18th.

Kahului, Feb. 20, 1900. 


C. B. Wood, M.D.—Dear Sir: The sit- 


uation here is excellent. 
There was 


one death on Sunday, February 18 at 
the pesthouse 
This case I picked out 


on February 15 as only slightly sus- 
picious; but it developed rapidly, and 
the postmortem examination showed a 
very good case of the pneumonia form, 
with no glandular enlargements. 
For 


this reason I have set the time for the 
whole number back, so that the period 
of detention will date from the 15th 
instant. I drew plans for a new camp 
which Messrs. Baldwin and Lowrey 
approved. 
This camp is on 
high, 


ground near, the railroad and is a mod- 
el, from a sanitary standpoint. 


We have five new houses, 
with 


fences and corrals, all complete, and 
moved the entire camp out of the race 
track yesterday afternoon. With the 
Japanese carpenters now in camp,. I 
intend to erect one more building with 
capacity 
for seventy-five 
persons, 


which will enable me to properly house 
everyone. This new camp, which in- 
volves the expenditure of perhaps $5,- 
000, 
will cost the Government almost 


nothing, as I have a distinct 
verbal 


contract (with witnesses)

Baldwin that we may use the camp' 
and after quarantine is over It will 
become the new Chinatown of Kahu- 
lul.

two Japanese and one' Chinese. In this 
raid more than fifty men took part, 
under eight leaders. 
The raid began 


at 5 p. m. and ended during the early 
hours of the next morning. The ter- 
ritory covered was at lesist sixteen 
miles in length along the Government 
road and extended up the whole moun- 
tain side of Haleakala. The results are 
somewhat disappointing, for if there 
were 300 denizens In Chinatown and 
Only 205 ol them are in the detention 
camp, then there are still ninety-five 
to be accounted for.

He was grubbing 
up an algeroba tree and when it com- 
menced to fall he did not seem to have 
sufficient presence of mind to get out 
of the way. It descended quite slowly, 
but he seemed to be paralyzed, and 
simply stood still till it crushed him 
to the earth. He was extricated at 
once by the gang who were assisting 
him to fell the tree, and carried to 


be an excellent place for an outbreak. 
On Sunday, with assistance of the sher- 
iff, we exhumed the bodies of three 
Chinese and two Japanese (all "from 
Kahulul) and cremated the remains.

DR. WALTER MAXWELL. 


Dr. Walter Maxwell, who returned 


in the Aorangi yesterday from Queens- 
land, where he went in the interests of 
the sugar industry, was interviewed at 
his residence last evening regarding 
his tsip. 


"Of my mission £pr the Government 


of Queensland," said Dr. Maxwell, "I 
can say nothing at present, as my re- 
port IB still in the tends of the Com- 
mission and will not be printed 
Jfor 


some time. 
My impressions of 
the 


country .are very favorable. In addi- 
tion to tie sugar industry, Queensland 
is a place of numerous and great nat- 
ural resources. There Is a large meat 
production, including beef and mutton, 
an enormous* wool crop and large areas 
of the colony are vastly rich In great 
quantities of metal, precious and oth- 
ers."I found in Townsville, a small port 
where I stayed three days, that the ex- 
porU for the previous three months, 
consisting of wool, sugar 
and gold, 


amounted to the total of $5,500,«i)0. The 
inducements made to settlers by the 
Government are great. Numerous op- 
portunities for agricultural or miner- 
al pursuits are there. Sugar cane is 
grown almost wholly by small farm- 
ers, of whom I met not fewer than 300 
personally. The bacon, butter and oth- 
er small agricultural products 
offer 


great inducements 
to farmers, and 


these products are shipped In 
enor- 


mous quantities to London. 


"Brisbane, the 
principal 
city of 


Queensland, has a population of over 
130,000 people. It is a very fine city 
and very modern in everything. The 
population of the country is almost en- 
tirely white, considerably over 90 per 
cent being British. The natives are 
of no consequence, being very few in 
number and of low intelligence. They 
cannot be compared with the Hawaii- 
ans in. any respect. 


"Queensland is exclusively a white 


men's country. The great ranches are 
called 'stations' and the Government 
is now at work redistributing the very 
large ones into smaller farms called 
'selections.' As a result of this a great- 
er productiveness of the soil will be 
brought about and a larger white pop- 
ulation provided for on the land. Im- 
migrants are arriving 
from Europe 


continually; a ship 
having 
arrived 


while I was there 
bringing 450. Of 


course, there are other nationalities be- 
sides British represented. I met Amer- 
icans, Germans, Danes and, In fact, al- 
most all other nationalities In more or 
less considerable numbers. It is an es- 
sential principle of the British colonial 
system to favor all alike, independent 
of nationality. 


"As for the war feeling in Australia, 


a man very soon finds out that he Is 
in England, the colonists being most 
enthusiastically devoted to the 
old 


country. In Adelaide and Sydney no 
commercial notice has been taken of 
the plague; business going on as usu- 
al. There were some few cases in the 
former city, two or three I think, and 
but one or two in Sydney. The plague 
is rather prevalent In New Caledonia, 
however. Cases occur there spasmodi- 
cally, but It is- not yet epidemic. 
As 


soon as I heard of the cases In Honolu- 
lu I spoke of the rigid health regula- 
tions enforced here and precautions ta- 
ken to assure the people of the colonies 
of the slight danger of any disease com- 
ing to them from Hawaii." 


During 
his trip Dr. MaxweJl was 


treated right royally. He was not al- 
lowed to stop at the hotels, but was 
made the guest 
of the gentlemen's 


clubs wherever he went. These clubs 
are all residential, and he thus had the 
opportunity of meeting a large number 
of the best and most influential mm of 
the country. 


The following Is from the Undine 


Courier of Feb. 2nd: 


"Dr. Maxwell, the sugar expert from 


Hawaii, who has recently made an In- 
spection of representative sugar till- 
trirls in Queensland, under 
engage- 


ment to the Government, may be sairl 
to have, concluded his labors yester- 
day 
The event was celebrated by a 


reception tendered to Dr Maxwell by 


tne 
Premier at Parliament House. 


Among the small party present were 
several Ministers, including Mr. Chata- 
way (Minister for Agriculture), and a 
few representative sugar men. At the 
conclusion of the function Dr. Maxwell 
very courteously gave a lew minutes to 
a representative of this journal, and 
during the course of the conversation 
he made some observations "which w-Ul 
be of particular interest at the present 
time. 


"Obviously, Dr. Maxwell refrained 


from touching on matters which come 
under consideration 
in his report,( 


which will be handed to the Minister1 
in a day or so. On one phase of the 
industry, how«ver, the visitor spoke 
unreservedly. 1 find,' said he, in an- 
swer to a question, 'that your sugar 
industry is very much in the lands 
of the small fanner, since most of the 
large estates have been Cut up into 
small tracts, and a farmer is placed on 
each oj33 of these This is a very im- 
portant consideration, because, as sugar 
is made in the field, then the actual 
future of the sugar Industry is devolv- 
ing upon,a number of email farmers, 
in 
whose hands the former larger 


estates have, with Government aid, 
been placed. In one respect this is a 
very unique situation, and one of great 
possible strength, not only to the in- 
dustry, but to the State, since the 
greater number of men in whose hands 
the industry 
has been placed, 
the 


broader IB its basis of security. 
" 'From these facts, however, it is 


seen that it is very Important—or in 
the first place important—that the 
farmers, if they do not already under- 
stand the treatment of soil and the 
growing of the cane by the most recent 
methods, should be taught it. As a 
matter of fact, I have found that the 
standard of knowledge In the field is 
low. 
Many of the men understand 


what may he called general farming, 
but they have not been taught 
the 


broad principles of cane agriculture; 
and many of the email farmers are not 
agriculturists-at all, and are absolutely 
dependent for their protection and s_uc- 
cess on some direction from outside. 
It is admitted on all hands by the 
growers of cane that the production— 
that is to say, the fertility—of the soil, 
in all the districts, has been, and is 
•nill decreasing. 
Now, if this goes on 


i ntil all the districts where cane is be- 
in u grown are reduced to a condition 
siuh as may be found in some parts 
of Maekay and in some of the older 
sugar-growing centres, we can easily 
foresee what the end will be; and In 
my report I shall have to point out the 
immediate necessity for the adoption of 
means by which the 
most modern 


methods in the agriculture of cane shall 
be produced and followed. 
" 'As a matter of fact, I have found 


soils which by nature have been as 
rich and are as well adapted to sugar 
production as any soils seen In other 
countries, but even the good soils in 
the oest district have fallen off very 
largely in their productive power. Now, 
this is the very pivot of the situation. 
The sugar Is made, as I have said In 
the field, and not In the mill. The pro- 
duction of sugar In the field Is in the 
hands of a great number of sensible, 
hard-working, and intelligent farrrers: 
but they are men who have not hart ' 
special training In sugar-growing and

all Hawaiians, whether by birth or as- 
sociation. She married the Hon. C. R. 
Bishop, and with her Immense wealth 
and her kindly deeds through life, cre- 
ated a new life among the Hawaiians. 
Upon her death she 
left most of her 


wealth to endow the 
Kamehameha 


Schools, a separate school for boys and 
a separate one for girls. These schools 
are kept up entirely from the income 
of her estates, which have become so 
vast as to render it necessary to erect 
other buildings throughout the Isl- 
ands in order to expend the revenue. In 
memory of his wife, the Hon. C. R. 
Bishop dedicated the museum in her 
name, laying aside a princely endow- 
ment. Collectors have scoured the Ha- 
waiian Islands, for curios of historical 
and intrinsic value and have succeed- 
ed by the most diligent effort and at 
great expense, in depositing in the mu- 
seum an invaluable collection of an- 
cient materials which would warm the 
cockles of the antiquarian's heart be- 
yond measure. Calabashes, large and 
small, ancinnt and modern, have come 
into the museum; some were In the 
possession of families, relics passed 
from ont generation to another; oth- 
ers were found in the caves where in 
ancient times were buried 
the kings 


and chiefs. Idols of grotesque shapes, 
dedicated to all the elements of nature, 
good and evil; some dedicated to Pele, 
the Goddess of Volcanoes; others 
to 


the poison ?od and to the fish god; some 
made of stone, o;hers of the valuable 
koa and kou woods; one made of the 
trunk of the poison tree, its wood, up- 
on being steeped 
in water, being a 


most powerful, yet undetectable poison 
which arts upon the heart, and which 
was used by the 
kahunas and chiefs. 


Beautiful feather cloaks of wonderful 
sheen and delicate texture, worn by 
Kamehameha the Great during his tour 
of conquest a century ago. 


Then from all parts of Polynesia 


came trophies and relics; manufactures 
of kapa, or cloth made of the fibres of 
trees; shell ornaments, Implements for 
preparing the foods of the people, and 
the receptacles for containing them; 
war-clubs, fashioned and turned and 
Inlaid with shells in the most dextrous 
manner. All the South Sea Islands 
were visited, and they In turn furnish- 
ed idols of ancient days; cloth, fishing 
implements, canoes, shellwork, bead- 
work, and personal ornaments fash- 
ioned from whatsoever nature placed 
at their disposal. In fact, nature has 
supplied every material for food, 
for 


clothing and for pleasure, and, strange 
as it may seem, every tree fibre, every 
root, every plant, every blossom, every 
part of a fish, every part of an animal 
—a pig—even to the entrails and stom- 
ach, are utilized In some way or anoth- 
er. 


At the main entrance one Is con- ] 


fronted by hideous wooden and stone 
gods of the Hawaiians, carved into fan- ' 
tastlc designs, head and body all out of 1 
proportion to the human belnp; which 
they are supposed to represent, wide, 
gaping mouths, marvelloush

of Kamehameha, on the occasion of the 
visit of Lord Byron to the Hawaiian 
Islands (or Sandwich Islands, as they 
were then called), in 1824, and since 
her death has been used as a royal pall. 
In some manner 
or another some 


cloaks found their way to London, but 
most of them have been bought back 
by the Hawaiians, in some cases pay- 
ing an Immense sum of money to gain 
possession of them. This exhibit forms 
one of the most interesting in the en- i 
tire building. 
| 


War helmets made of the eame kind | 


of feathers are frequently seen in the j 
Hawaiian exhibits, but 
in most cases ] 


they were the personal headgears of 
Kamehameha; they are of the Miner- 
va type, and upon the head of a giant 
Hawaiian such as King Kamehameha, 
must have been very Impressive. 


Another Interesting feature of 
the 


industry of the older natives is the 
great collection of kapa, or clothing, 
mostly made from the fibres of 
the 


wauke bush, a species of ramie. The 
bark is stripped until the fibre is left; 
this is then placed in water until It 
becomes a pasty pulp; It is then rinsed 
and placed upon specially prepared logs 
of kou wood,- smooth and rounded on 
the upper side; short clubs, quite 
heavy, are then used to beat the pulp 
to the thinness of paper, the mass 
spreading out during the process, until 
it is large enough to make a dress or 
cloak, which will extend from head to 
foot; then short, thick, square-sided 
koa clubs, with carved designs upon 
them, are dipped into coloring fluid, 
and placed upon the kapa; by pressure, 
the design is transferred to the cloth, 
and so on until the entire piece Is 
marked off in different colors and va- 
rious designs. Most of the kapa dis- 
played In the museum belonged to Mrs. 
Bishop or her cousin, Queen Emma, 
and was given to the institution by Mr. 
Bishop. 


Then there are the ancient war 


spears, some of them twenty or twen- 
ty-five feet In length, made of hard- 
ened wood, carved and colored In va- 
rious designs; most of those in the mu- 
seum are supposed to have been used 
in the battles of Kamehamehar these 
are called pololus by the Hawaiians, 
and they are, of course, more than a 
century old. 


Death seems to have played an im- 


portant part in the ancient regime, as 
the kings and chiefs had the power 
of life and death over their subjects. 
Then too, the priesthood, or kahunas, 
exercised what is termed the "tabu," 
which prescribed certain 
rules and 


regulations for the natives, any viola- 
tion of which was punishable by death; 
for instance a chief 
placed "tabu" 


sticks at the entrance to his hut; that 
meant to one and all, "Do not enter or 
pass within the shadow of the tabu 
sticks under pain of death;" if a Ha- 
waiian subject, and even a petty chief, 
violated this tabu, he was instantly put 
to death; supplication was of no avail. 
The power of the kahunas in their ex- 
ercise of the tabu, was so great and the 
superstitious awe of the common na- 
tive so intense, that its effects have 
not died out even in this day and age. 
The common natives are yet prone to ' 
believe in their kahunas, and believe 
that they have the power to pray them 
to death; in olden days, if an enemy] 
obtained any part of the body of an- | 


Personal relics of the different kings 


of the Kamehameha line and of the 
Kalakaua line fill many large cases; 
cocked military hats, swords, "gold- 
bedecked uniforms, and royal Insignia, 
give one an impression that this little 
monarchical court was about as showy 
and as well conducted as any court 
of Europe; at all events, the gold and 
tinsel and sheen of brass buttons was 
ever present, if that goes to make up a 
royal court. 


Polynesian Belies. 


In another wing of the museum are 


the exhibits from the Polynesian Isl- 
ands. The Gilbert Islands show a very 
savage and barbaric taste In dress, 
houses, household Implements, etc. Ev- 
erything in nature supplies them with 
the materials of life, dress and recrea- 
tion. Ornaments of human and dog 
teeth for anklets and necklaces are nu- 
merous. They make their kapa, or 
clothing, from the tree fibres, little 
clothing, however, being used, as only 
the loins are covered. Their 
war- 


clubs and spears are made of fire- 
hardened wood, edged with the teeth 
of sharks, making them weapons of 
great destruction when wielded by the 
mighty warriors of these islands. Their 
war-drums 
and dancing-drums are 


made by hollowing out a log of wood, 
with a. drumhead of lizard skin light- 
ly stretched over the opening; 
small 


gourds are also used in making tom- 
toms. Hideous idols, grotesque and 
squat, show the ancient characteristic 
of all the ancient peoples of Polynesia. 
Their houses are made by thatching 
palm leaves over a structure of sap- 
lings, and raised several feet from the 
ground, the opening being reached by 
means 
of ladders. 
T^heir mats 
are 


woven in a skillful manner from the 
strips of the palm tree, and are soft 
and pliable. One of the principal ex- 
hibits from the Gilbert Islands is the 
warrior's armor made of cocoanut 
fibre; it is as complete as that of the 
knightly cavalier of old who went 
forth clad In armor of steel or chain- 
links; here it is reproduced in the 
fibre of cocoanut, the skull cap, fitting 
over the ears like the steel fighting- 
cap of the Puritan; cuirass, jacket, belt 
and trousers covering .the legs to the 
ankles; tKfe fibre is tougn'and "will re- 
sist the sharp thrust of a spear. 


Micronesian Articles. 


The exhibit from the Micronesian 


group shows a more artistic turn of 
mind in their different manufactures; 
most of their household implements, 
which they have fashioned from dif- 
ferent woods, have been carved with 
regular designs, some of them closely 
following the plan of the Grecian bor- 
der; 
their tapestry work and weaving 


show the same degree of skill; they 
possess the art of coloring their mate 


eye very strongly. Their idols have 
no semblance to human 'shape, as in 
the case of the Hawaiians and New 
Hebrideans; the idols are merely large 
stones of any shape, just as they are 
picked up, and placed one on top of 
another; this is the only group which 
I observed which did not

One oi the principal exhibits from 


the Solomon IblanUa is the tribal tood- 
bowl, Inlaid w i t h 'he conus shell, and 
used for human ui other chowder, by 
boiling the flesh w i t h heated stones 
The wood ufaed in the making of these 
bowls is very light and durable; the 
bowl on exhibition is about two feet 
In depth and three In length, giving It 
an appearance of an ancient Viking 
galley, on account of the carved wood 
projections at both ends. Their canoe 
paddles are also inlaid with pearl shell. 
Their water bottles consist of cocoa- 
nut shells, prettily inlaid wit hshells.In 
fact, shell work seems to be the pre- 
dominant feature in their ornamental 
work. War-shields from the Solomon 
Islands are decorated with shell money 
and 
feathers, and are very 
highly 


prized. A peculiarity of the arrange- 
ment of the feather-knobs is that they 
have unconsciously formed them into 
the shape of the Christian cross. 


Samoa and Marquesas. 


From the Samoan Islands, so promi- 


nently brodght to the world's atten- 
tion but a'few months ago, have been 
sent war-clubs and shields, kapa, mat- 
ting and fans; the shields are covered 
with regular design work in colored 
plaits. Kava bowls, similar to the Ha- 
waiian "poi" bowls, but broader al the 
top, are made of an entirely different 
wood to the Hawaiian bowls, and do 
not take such a high polish. The fans 
which come from Samoa are highly 
prized as souvenirs by tourists, and 
many are found in the Eastern cities. 
The war-clubs are mostly round, like 
a baseball bat, richly carved and bead- 
ed. Sleeping-pillows, unlike the Anglo- 
Saxon idea of softness, are made of a 
piece of ofe wood, about three 
inches 


in diameter, mounted 
on legs and 


about four inches from the floor, mere- 
ly a rest for the neck. 


A splendid exhibit of canoes of 
the 


catamaran and outrigger 
style 
are 


seen in the Marquesas 
Islands' dis- 


play; sails for the larger canoes are 
made by plaiting palm strips together 
and the canoes themselves are 
con- 


structed of a single log of Wood, hol- 
lowed out; the outrigger is a small, 
curved piece of wood ; this balances the 
canoe in the roughest weather. A Mar- 
quesas Island canoe of the double-deck 
galley style, reminds one very strongly 
of the ancient Phoenician galley. War- 
drums are made of cocoanut wood, with 
shark's skin or oxhide head, and co- 
coanut braid cords wound about the 
body.

Sketch of His Life and 


Theories. 


Builds a Screw Steamer for South 


America—Arrival Here—His 


Molten Globe. 


The following sketch of the life and 


work of Hon. W. L. Green, of ;Honolu- 
lu, prominent throughout life In Ha- 
waiian affairs, Is from the pea of C. H. 
Hitchcock, L.L.D. of Hanover, N. H., 
and appeared in the January number 
of the American Geologist: 


The scientific world is now begin- 


ning to see a significance in the specu- 
lations of the late Hon. W. L. Green 
of Honolulu, H. I., concerning the ear- 
ly history of the earth. 
It will be 


well, therefore, to present a brief bio- 
graphical sketch of the 
man, with 
some notice of his work. For the 
reminiscences we are indebted to his 
brother, Joseph Green, of England, 
supplemented by information furnish- 
ed by his daughter, Mrs. Mary B. G. 
Williams, now residing In Honolulu.

two generations had been engaged in 
commercial pursuits in the north of 
England. The mechanical and scien- 
tific propensities he developed very 
early may nevertheless have been in 
part hereditary. 
William Lowthian Green was born 


in Doughty street, London, September 
13th, 1819. The family afterwards re- 
moved to a small property called 
Woodfleld, near Swinton. This last 
remnant of the old potter's family be- 
longings was sold about the year 1844 
to a railway company by W. L. Green 
••himself, who characteristically invest- 
ed the proceeds in a mechanical toy, a 
*crew steamer. His father, who in the 
later years of his life had established 
a commercial house in Liverpool, was 
then dead. In that city William Green 
received his early education, 
which 


was completed at King William's Col- 
lege in the Isle of Man. 
There, at one of the annual college 


examinations, curiously 
enough to 


those who knew his apparently mat- 
ter-of-fact disposition, he took the 
prize for English poem, the subject be- 
ing "Castle Ruthen," a Danish ruin in 
the 
neighborhood. 
Though full of 


imagination, his mind seemed forcibly 
bent by the 
very 
love 
of the- 


orizing towards those mechanical and 
practical studies by means of which 
he "was aware he would eventually 
have to fortify his views. In his youth 
speculative geology, volcanic agencies 
and cosmogonies were the rage. As 
a mere boy these things had occupied 
his thoughts. 
The accident of his birth and his 


family interests threw him into mer- 
cantile pursuits, with which he never 
had any real sympathy; etill he 
deavored to follow them loyally.

of pursuing

studies thousands of miles distant 
from Europe and out of the immediate 
reach of books, the papers of learned 
societies, and, above a.l, of daily con- 
verse with men of kindred ideas in his 
own country. 
Part I of Mr. Green's "Vestiges of 


the Molten Globe" was published by 
Stanford in London in 1875. it ap- 
peared to attract little attention from 
the British scientific world. The few 
criticisms that appeared in the scien- 
Ufic and literary journals, such as "Na- 
ture" and the "Atheneum," were un- 
favorable and almost contemptuous. 
Writing from the Hawaiian Islands to 
his brother in London in March, 1882, 
Green says: 
"Stanford has written to me that he 


wants to get the remaining copies of 
the 'Vestiges of the Molten Globe" out 
of his way. They will not 
realize 


much as waste paper, as there is not 
much paper about them. Mons. Dau- 
bree keeps sending me messages that 
they would like to receive more of my 
lucubrations on volcanic subjects. 
A 


letter I recently sent to Paris was pub- 
lished in the proceedings of the Paris 
Geographical Society and was accom- 
panied with photographs of a running 
lava stream near Hilo. I think I shall 
publish my next article on volcanic ac- 
tion through M. Daubree, who is pres- 
ident of the Institute 
of France and 


head of the.Ecole des Mines. He and 
Mons. de Lapparent, the head of the 
French Geologists, understand perfect- 
ly every point in my book; 
whereas 
the English geologists 
misunderstand 


everything about it. I mention this 
because -when I publish the volcanic 
part of the 'Vestiges' it may call at- 
tention to the first part" 
Part II of the "Vestiges of the Molt- 


en Globe" was printed and published 
in Honolulu in 1887 under Mr. Green's 
own superintendence, but at a time 
when his heatlh was beginning finally 
to give way. Only a few copies of the 
work reached England, and these were 
sent by him personally to leading sci- 
entific men. 
In the appendix to Part II Mr. Green, 


with the object of illustrating volcanic 
action, gives a graphic description of 
expeditions in 1859-1860 to the craters 
of Loa, Kea and Hualalei and to the 
lava lake at Kilauea.; with goat hunt- 
ers for guides he spent days and nights 
in observing the fissures in the moun- 
tain sides and the streams of white- 
hot lava spreading over the plateaux.

After reviewing the situation 


tail in these various countries, 
writer considers the part which 
th« 


United States and her tropical depend- 
encies are now playing, or are about 
to play, in the development of 
the 


cane Industry. This, he admits, is 
problematic. It will probably be some 
time before we shall be independent 
of foreign supply in meeting domestic 
consumption. The total product of ?u- 
gar in 1899 from all the sources under 
the control of the United States, 
<n- 


cluding cane, 
beet, maple and sor- 


ghum, is barely 1,000,000 tons, -vh'le 
the country consumes 2,000,000 ions 
annually. 
Production in Hawaii has been Ht.m- 


ulated under reciprocity arrangements 
for the past twenty years, but all lie" 
natural cane lands are now under cul- 
tivation and probably the limit of pro- 
duction has been reached. The manual 
product is now about 250,000 tons. 
The Philippines annually produce 


about 250,000 tons. 
Except in the Island of Negros, 


where European mills exist, the meth- 
ods of cultivation and of manufacture 
are antiquated and therefore expens- 
ive; 
and estates are small, not more 


than a dozen producing 1,000 tons of 
sugar per year, though this is the daily 
product of many Cuban factories. "The 
labor problem," says Professor Worces- 
ter, "is a most serious one, becaus* 
of the ease with which the natives of 
the tropics can get a livelihood and 
the consequent difficulty 
of holding 


native labor to its contract. Importa- 
tion of Chinese labor into the Philip- 
pines is fraught with social dangers." 


In Cuba the year before the insur- 


rection broke out, the product amount- 
ed to more than 1,000,000 tons. Last 
year is was 300,000 tons. 


In Puerto Rico the sugar industry is 


nearer dead than alive; for though it 
still yields annually about '60,000 tons, 
its methods are as backward as those 
of most of the older cane sugar isl- 
ands in the West Indies. The land sys- 
tem, 
the labor system, and the trans- 


port facilities, as well as the methods 
of manufacture, are such as, under 
modern conditions of competition, must 
bankrupt any industry. The redeem- 
ing feature is the presence of the thou- 
sands of small peasant holdings, occu- 
pied by households accustomed to cul- 
tivate canes. 
In Puerto Rico, as in Cuba, the su- 


gar industry must be recognized on a 
sounder economic basis if it ever re- 
gains its former prestige. And no ba- 
sis of development will be solid which 
does not encourage native proprietor- 
ship in land as a cornerstone. The 
wage system cannot develop the nor- 
mal degree of economic resources 
in 


tropical labor. It may extinguish na- 
tive labor, as has been done largely in 
Hawaii in the interest of the sugar in- 
dustry, by importing migratory hordes 
from whatever country is willing to 
lend its subjects to such exploitation. 
But we are pledged to administer these 
islands in the interest of their native 
peoples. Of all the difficulties in 
the 


jvay of Cuban restoration the land 
problem and the labor problem are 
the most formidable. We must never 
forget that the collapse of Spanish do- 
minion was equally the collapse of an 
old economic regime, tottering on the 
verge of dissolution from the exhaus- 
tion of capital and of labor, even at 
the time of its output Of over 1,000,000 
tons of sugar a year (1894-95). 


There is as yet no adequate econom- 


ic analysis of Cuban conditions fur- 
nishing facts from 
which1 one could 


deduce the outlines of a rational sugar 
policy for the United States to follow. 
Yet the writers of books on Cuba give 
glimpse;* of conditions that clip 
the 


wings of prophecy, and force upon us 
the conclusion that nothing short of a 
thorough-going transformation of the 
relations of the people to the land will 
suffice to develop the sugar resources 
of Cuba, under the quickening impulse 
of capital. 
If, therefore, the United 


States proposes to administer her new 
territory in the interest of the native 
population, it will be necessary to place 
the permanent welfare of all economic 
interests abov.e the speedy exploitation 
of land and labor in the interest of 
immediate returns upon capital. This 
policy will take time, policy ajid faith 
as the elements required to relay 
aright the economic foundations of ag- 
ricultural Cuba. For Cuba is far above 
all else agricultural, not commercial or 
industrial; and to agriculture must we 
look for the key to the tropical sugar 
situation, here as elsewhere. 


As things stand now, Germany con- 


tinues to control the world's sugar 
situation—not because of any superior- 
ity over the tropics In machinery, nor 
because 
of the advantage 
of 
fiscal 


bounties over tropical resources of the 
soil, but because all the natural ad- 
vantages under the prevailing slipshod 
methods of tropical cane cultivation 
are more than counterbalanced by the 
scientific methods of European ag Irul 
ture applied 
to beet-farmlnR. 
When 


the tropics apply to the cultivation of 
canes (which covers half of the cost 
of producing sugar) the game degree of 
scientific, attention that has been pnei 
to the methods of manufacturing 


into sugar, then—and not

group of islands. 


"We were deeply sorry to find that 


Miss Logan was an invalid and suffer- 
ing from an Injury to her spine caused 
at the time of the wreck of the mission 
schooner Robert W. Logan., We have 
done all we possibly could for her wel- 
fare and comfort, and will continue to 
give her all the sympathy it is possible. 
We might mention that we have en- 
gaged the services of Dr. Jenkins who 
is our leading expert on spinal trou- 
bles and have engaged a room for her 
at Miss Duffy's private hospital."
